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September  Agricultural  Trade  Surplus 
Up  Sharply  -  The  September  agricul¬ 
tural  trade  surplus  was  up  sharply  to  $1.4 
billion-the  first  monthly  increase  since 
March.  September  exports  of  $3.0  bil¬ 
lion  were  $244  million  above  the  pre¬ 
vious  month.  Imports  were  down  signi¬ 
ficantly  to  less  than  $1.6  billion.  The 
cumulative  trade  surplus  for  fiscal  1 989 
was  $18.2  billion,  $3.8  billion  ahead  of 
last  year  and  the  largest  since  fiscal 
1984. 

Exports  Reverse  Trend  -  Rise  In 
September  -  U.S.  agricultural  exports  in 
September  reversed  a  downward  trend 
in  recent  months.  Increases  in  wheat, 
feed  grains,  live  animals,  rice,  fruits  and 
vegetables,  vegetable  oils,  and  tobacco 
offset  slight  declines  in  meat,  animal 
feeds,  soybeans,  and  cattle  hides. 

Fiscal  1989  Exports  Reach  $39.7 
Billion  -  U.S.  agricultural  exports  in 
fiscal  1 989  of  $39.7  billion  were  up  1 2 
percent  from  the  previous  year.  This  is 
the  highest  export  figure  since  the  record 
$43.8  billion  in  fiscal  1981.  It  also  marks 
the  third  consecutive  year-to-year 
increase  since  exports  plunged  to  $26.3 
billion  in  fiscal  1986. 

Wheat  exports  to  China  remained  high  in 
September  at  843,000  tons  pushing  over¬ 
all  wheat  exports  to  4.1  million  tons  for 
the  month.  Japan  (359,000  tons),  Egypt 
(338,000),  Pakistan  (276,000),  Iraq 
(226,000),  and  Algeria  (214,000)  were 
also  major  wheat  markets  in  September. 
The  average  wheat  export  price  of  $161 
a  ton  was  up  $3  in  September.  Fiscal 
1 989  wheat  exports  totaled  37.7  million 
tons  with  8.2  million  tons  going  to  China 
and  5.1  million  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

Corn  exports  were  2.9  million  tons  in 
September,  up  1 75,000  tons  from  the 
previous  month.  Approximately  40  per¬ 
cent  of  all  U.S.  corn  shipments  in 
September  went  to  Japan.  The  re¬ 
maining  went  primarily  to  Mexico 
(378,000  tons),  Taiwan  (360,000),  and 
Korea  (217,000).  Average  corn  export 
prices  fell  another  $6  a  ton  in  September 
to  $107.  Fiscal  1989  corn  exports  of 
50.7  million  tons  were  15  percent  above 
a  year  ago,  and  the  highest  annual  total 
since  fiscal  1981 .  Shipments  to  the 
Soviet  Union  came  to  15.6  million  tons. 


Soybean  shipments  of  486,000  tons  in 
September  were  down  2  percent  from 
the  previous  month.  Taiwan  (156,000 
tons),  Japan  (109,000),  and  Mexico 
(94,000)  were  the  largest  markets. 
Soybean  export  prices  also  fell  in 
September,  averaging  $245  a  ton 
compared  with  $265  the  previous  month. 
Total  soybean  exports  of  14.1  million 
tons  in  fiscal  1 989  were  lowest  since 
1975. 

Cotton  exports  were  1 07,000  tons  in 
September,  down  slightly  from  the  pre¬ 
vious  month.  It  is  unusual  for  cotton  ex¬ 
ports  to  be  this  high  in  the  late  summer. 
The  major  markets  this  month  were 
Korea  (21,000  tons),  Japan  (19,000),  the 
EC  (1 3,000),  Egypt  (11 ,000),  and 
Indonesia  (6,000).  The  average  cotton 
export  price  rose  5  percent  in  September 
to  $1 ,578  a  ton.  Cotton  exports  for  fiscal 
1 989  were  1 .4  million  tons  or  6.6  million 
bales,  the  highest  total  in  5  years. 

Agricultural  Imports  Down  In 
September  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports 
fell  $258  million  in  September  to  $1 .6 
billion.  Coffee  imports  of  $212  million 
were  down  10  percent,  primarily  due  to 
lower  prices.  Sugar  imports  of  $35  mil¬ 
lion  were  63  percent  below  the  previous 
month’s  figure  of  $94  million.  Other 
commodities  that  showed  decreases 
during  September  were  meat,  fruits  and 
vegetables,  cocoa,  vegetable  oils,  and 
live  animals.  Imports  in  fiscal  1989  were 
a  record  $21 .5  billion,  $465  million  above 
the  record  set  a  year  ago.  Vegetables, 
grains,  sugar,  and  rubber  showed  the 
largest  increases  for  fiscal  1989.  (Steve 
Milmoe,  202-786-1 822) 

EEP  Sales  Lower  -  Fiscal  1989  sales 
under  the  Export  Enhancement  Pro¬ 
gram  (EEP)  of  about  $2.8  billion  were 
down  about  1 5  percent  from  fiscal 
1988.  Sales  of  flour  were  up,  but  all 
other  commodities  were  lower.  The 
largest  purchasers  of  wheat  under  the 
EEP  in  fiscal  1989  were  China  (6  mil¬ 
lion  tons),  the  Soviet  Union  (5.7  million 
tons),  Egypt  (1 .5  million  tons),  and 
Algeria  (1  million  tons).  Egypt  was  the 
major  flour  buyer.  Israel,  Poland,  Saudi 
Arabia,  and  Tunisia  all  purchased 
barley  under  the  EEP.
